Mr. WHEELER, Miss LENTHAN'S husband, prior to his recent 
demise, was a high executive in the Atlantic and Pacific Corporation. 
Miss LENIHAN in late years has done only occasional theatrical and 


- radio work and has had the time and money to collect a large amount ' 


of information in the form of newspapers and periodicals, excerpts . 
from testimony before the Dies Committee, pertinent data from the 
Congressional Record and other notes and papers in regard to the 
Communist influence in the theater. This collection fills one cab~ 
inet consisting of four ordinary size file drawers mt there is no 
filing system or organization to the material. This fact makes the 
obtaining of particular information very ineffective without a com- 
plete review of all the material and indexing. 


The last edition, published in 1938, of "Who's Who in the 
Theater" lists Miss LENIHAN as follows: Miss WINIFRED LENIHAN, born 
December 6, 1898; active in various plays from 1918 to date and 


founder of the Theater Guild School of Acting in 1925. 


For the purpose of clarification, Miss LENIHAN submitted 
the following diagram of the union organization among the actors.

Miss LENIHAN stated that Mr. GEORGE HELLER who formerly 

was very active in Actors Equity Association went over to the American 
Federation of Radio Artists and has since become secretary of their 
national organization and is in executive control of this organization 
although he still retains a seat in the Actors Equity Council. 


-With regard to the particular subjects of this investiga- 
tion, Miss LENIHAN offered the following information. 


. PHILIR LOEB in April, 1938, signed a list declaring support 
and approval of Stalin's wide spread killings.irThis information was 
taken from Dies reports, volume 1, page 375. Testimony of STEELE is 
listed in Dies reports in several.other places. On March 8, 1938 the 
"Daily Worker" reported LOEB as being on the same program with EARL

in theatrical work for many years and at present is playing in Chicago, 
Illinois. Miss LENIHAN pointed out that at one meeting of the Actors 
Equity Council LOEB employed a substitute in Chicago and flew to New 
York merely to attend the council meeting. Miss LENIHAN indicated that 
this was typical of the manner in which the Commnists were able to 
maintain a control greater than their numbers would warrant by making 
every effort to appear at each meeting.

Mr. LOUIS SCHAFFER stated that the only pamphlet ever put 


‘ out by anyone connected with the International Ladies Garment Workers 


Union was the pamphlet entitled, "Stalin's Fifth Colum on Broadway", 
a copy of which was given to the Washington Field Division by Miss 
BANKHEAD. This pamphlet is largely in defense of SCHAFFER in his 
socialist position against various attacks made by the Communist 
Party against him.

TAC magazine mentioned above is published by the Theater 
Arts Committee, which was a committee largely made up of Communists

had no official connection with Actors Equity Association and has 
been out of business for many months. It will be noted that the 
New York Office has a case file on the above magazine for investi- 
gation under the Registration Act.
